ALL  our  Rose  Bushes  listed  are  guaranteed  to 
bloom  .the  first  season  after  planting,  they  are 
all  two  year  old  plants,  field  grown,  budded 
mostly  on  the  seedling  understock,  “Rosa  Multiflora 
Japonica.” 

Planting  in  the  Fall  is  advisable  owing  to  the 
fact  that  the  plants  become  more  settled  during 
the  winter  and  make  new  fiber  roots  that  give  the 
plants  an  earlier  start  in  the  following  spring  and 
also  helps  produce  an  earlier  crop  of  blooms. 

Sometimes,  however,  you  may  not  be  prepared 
for  planting  in  the  Fall,  then  it  is  advisable  to  place 
your  order  during  the  winter,  to  enable  us  for  early 
spring  service. 

We  do  not  send  out  any  dormant  Rose  plants 
after  the  25th  of  April,  as  only  potted  plants  can 
be  obtained  after  then. 

When  ordering  a  collection  of  a  dozen  plants, 
please  state  what  colors  you  are  fond  of  and  we 
will  send  you  varieties  that  will  give  satisfaction.

PERPETUAL  or  JUNE  ROSES 


These  roses  are  practically  hardy  in  all  parts 
of  the  United  States.  They  bloom  mostly  during 
the  month  of  June. 

FRAU  KARL  DRUSCHKI,  H.  P.— Pure  white, 
grows  4  to  10  ft.  often  called  Snow  Queen. 

GENERAL  JACQUEMINOT,  H.  P.  —  Scarlet 
crimson,  known  as  old  fashion  Jack  Rose, 
grows  4  to  6  ft. 

GEORGE  ARENDS,  H.  P. — Soft  pink,  often  call¬ 
ed  the  pink  Druschki,  grows  5  to  6  ft. 

J.  B.  CLARK,  H.  P. — Light  red,  globular  shaped 
flower,  grows  6  to  12  ft. 

MAGNA  CHARTA,  H.  P,— Bright  pink,  very 

fragrant,  grows  4  to  6  ft. 

MRS.  JOHN  LAING,  H.  P.— Clear  pink,  very  few 
thorns  on  plant,  grows  4  to  6  ft. 

MRS.  R.  G.  SHARMAN,  H.  P.— Crawford  rosy 
pink,  lighter  toward  the  base  of  the  petals. 
Grows  4  to  6  ft. 

PAUL  NEYRON,  H.  P. — Lilac-rose,  strong  grow¬ 
er  Grows  6  to  10  ft. 

PRINCE  CAMILLE  de  ROHAN,  H.  P.— Dark 

crimson,  often  called  “The  Black  Rose.”  Grows 
4  to  6  ft. 

POLYANTHA  ROSES  or  DWARF  EVER- 
BLOOMING  RAMBLERS 

These  little  roses  are  very  useful  for  bedding 

edges;  massing  and  often  in  foreground  shrub 
plantings,  also  very  hardy  and  need  little  or  no 

protection. 

CECILE  BRUNNER — Light  pink  with  formed 
buds  as  a  large  rose,  growing  in  clusters,  often 
called  “Sw*eet  Heart  Rose.” 

CHATILLON  ROSE — Bright  pink,  the  trusses 
are  very  large. 

EBLOUISSANT — Very  dark  red,  a  dwarf  grower 
and  of  striking  color. 

ELLEN  POULSEN — Rose  pink  branching  type 
grower. 

EVA  TESCHENDORFF — Pure  white  with  green¬ 
ish  centers. 

GEORGE  ELGER — Yellow  buds,  the  flower  is 
similar  to  that  of  Cecile  Brunner,  needs  some 
protection  in  winter. 

GOLDEN  SALMON — Bright  orange  clusters,  a 
very  extraordinary  color  in  this  type  of  rose. 

GRETA  KLUIS — Deep  pink,  the  flowers  are  a 
small  globular  type. 

GRUSS  an  AACHEN— Flesh  pink  and  salmon- 
yellow,  similar  to  the  Hybrid  Tea — Mrs.  Aaron 
Ward,  only  the  flowers  are  produced  in  clusters. 
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LAFAYETTE — Light  crimson,  large  clusters,  very 
decorative. 

MME.  NORBERT  LEVAVASSEUR— Bright  pur¬ 
ple  crimson,  known  as  Baby  Rambler. 

ORLEANS — Brilliant  light  red,  a  beautiful  massing 
variety. 

CLIMBING  ROSES 

ALBERTINE,  H  W. — Coppery  rose  pink,  the 
foliage  is  beautiful  and  shining. 

AMERICAN  PILLAR,  H.  W.— Brilliant  crimson 
pink,  white  center  and  free  producer. 

AVIATEUR  BLERIOT,  H.  W.—  Light  yellow 
when  in  bud,  streaked  with  crimson,  needs 
some  protection  during  winter. 

CHRISTINE  WRIGHT,  H.  W.— Rose  pink,  strong 
grower  and  blooms  quite  early. 

CLIMBING  AMERICAN  BEAUTY,  H.  W.— 

Deep  carmine  color  and  has  wonderful 
fragrance. 

DOROTHY  PERKINS,  H.  W.— Clustering  shell 
pink  flowers,  quite  well  known. 

DR.  HUEY,  H.  W. — Dark  red  with  maroon  shad¬ 
ing,  has  yellow  anthers  which  makes  it.  very 
showy. 

DR.  VAN  FLEET,  H.  W.— Pale  pink,  produces 
flowers  with  stems  like  Hybrid  Tea,  very 
well  known. 

EMILY  GRAY,  H.  W.— Golden  yellow  and  fine 
glossy  foliage. 

EXCElJSA,  H.  W. — Scarlet  crimson  flowers  are 
in  clusters. 

GARDENIA,  H.  W. — Yellow  opening  to  cream}' 
white  flowers,  a  good  dependable  yellow 
climber. 

HIAWATHA,  H.  W. — Brilliant  carmine  dazzling 
red  producing  large  clusters,  strong  grower. 

LE  REVE — PER,  H.  W. — Golden  yellow  buds 
opening  to  bright  yellow  flowers,  a  good  pillar 
type. 

MARY  WALLACE,  H  W.— Large  bright  pink 
one  of  the  finest  climbers,  producing  fine  stems 
for  cutting. 

PAULS  SCARLET  CLIMBER,  H.  W.  —  Deep 
scarlet^  flowering  in  small  trusses,  is  a  very 
attractive  red.

F.  J.  GROOTENDORST— Bright  red  clusters, 
everblooming  through  the  season,  makes  good 
hedge  or  shrubbery  borders. 

PINK  GROOTENDORST— Clear  light  pink,  a 
sport  from  F  J.  Grootendorst. 

SARAH  VAN  FLEET — Rose  pink,  opens  to  flat 
flower  and  shows  stamens,  is  a  fine  type  of 
Rugosa. 

DR.  E.  M.  MILLS  (Hybrid  Hugonis)  —  Blooms 
semi-double  primrose  shaded  salmony  pink.  Bush 
grows  about  3  to  4  ft., effective  in  early  spring. 

RUSKIN — Large  crimson  red  flowers,  similar  to 
those  of  a  perpetual  type,  tall  growers — above 
5  or  6  ft. 

MISCELLANEOUS  ROSES 

ROSA  HUGONIS— Th  is  wonderful  specie,  from 
China,  is  unlike  any  other  rose.  It  is  a  strong 
grower  and  beautiful  by  itself  or  as  hedge,  it 
produces  long  arching  sprays  early  in  May.
